taxes. 
The taxes, it was said, to­ 
taled >606,678.23, thus bringing the 
total deficit to approximately >1.- 
500,000. 
19 Roads Abandoned 
Since 1927, the brief pointed out, 
19 interurban companies with track­ 
age of 959 miles, have been aban­ 
doned. 
‘in the 
light 
of

facts," the brief said, "It Is obvious 
that further 
wholesale 
abandon­ 
ments must take place unless sub­ 
stantial relief promptly is afforded 
by th# legislature,” 
Of the 17 roads, qoeratjqg last 
/H r. only uiue earned, from rail- 


current taxes assignable to railway 
activities, the brief stated. 
These 
nine roads, it was claimed, repre­ 
sented only 16 per cent of the total 
interurban track mileage and only 
15.6 per cent of the total operating 
revenues.

Uses of a Truce 
There Is no tiependable evidence showing that boi- 
diers lind It harder to go back to fighting after a 
truce, but common sense aaya there must b© reluct­ 
ance. Human beings lire of fighting quickly, eager 
as they sometimes are to engage in it, 
MlllUry truces, however, are not used for the pur­ 
pose ot pertvading the ranki that peace would be 
more deslrab!«. 
They provide an Interralsslon la 
which authority may atrive for a compromise. 
In 
most cases sotbority is egged ®n by certainty that 
its coatinuaace dependa oB*findlng peaces 
These are thoughta relative to the propoeal of Nor 
wan H. Davla, United States ambassador-at-large, for 
a tariff truce. H woud be a device to protect author­ 
ity against disturbance while possibilities of compro­ 
mise were probed. In this case, it also would be a 
auggestion to the rank and tile of a better order of 
things. 
, 
No one allgbtly acquainted with the trend of 
thought in the yeara aince the close of the World 
war doubt! that It represented an era of Increasing 
nationalism. 
A great many people who have been 
observing events of the last year believe that a new 
era is now developing—-an era of declining national­ 
ism. 
Trade barriers which have been thrown bigb 
will not be made any higher. They will remain fixed 
or they will be, lowered for mutual advantage of 
those who live on both eldei of them. 
It seems entirely logical, even if such an outlook 
Is not Justified, to maintain a static condition ot 
tariffs during the coming worid economic conference. 
To do otherwise would be to deny the purpose of tbe 
conference, which is to make it possible for the In- 
ternatiocai neighborhood to cooperate in an effort 
which will hasten its progress through a period of 
Jealous natkmalism that has choked luternational 
trade. 
The suggestion ot Ambassador Davis cannot be 
criticised by even the most arbitrary of tariff de- 
nianders. The truce Is an instrument ot increasing 
use in negotiation where there is mutual desire to 
dircontinue policies whose development baa been 
forced by common necessity. When men are tired of 
harming each other, be who suggeets a truce is as­ 
sured ot a bearing.

Assassination 
The constant possitdlity and the occasional proba­ 
bility that the politician who attains to a high place 
will be killed by a member of the opposition is'a 
harsh reminder that civilization still has far to qo. 
There is distressingly little difference between Jun­ 
gle animals slashing at each other and political 
fanatics killing a man who has won the right to 
hold office. 
Assasination of Luis M. Sanchez Cerro, president 
of Pern, is In an established tradition of South 
American politics. It requires a brave man or a very 
ambitious one to court the prominence which auto­ 
matically makes him, as president of a I.«tin repub- 
ilc, a target for the bullets of the opposition. Many 
have fallen. Unfortunately, many have risen because 
they understood, themselves, the power of violence 
In poorly established governments. 
In South America, President Cerro’s death is an 
accident of major significance. The late president 
was a key figure in the dispute between Peru and 
Colombia ov«r possession of the port of Leticia. His 
policy in the matter, which was characteristicaliy 
that of a man whose life had been spent familiarly 
with gunpowder and bayonets, had been condemned 
by the United States and the League of Nations. It 
is obvious why more than one Peruvian believed 
that bis assassination was the easiest solution of a 
national problem. The ballot was too tedious, too 
uncertain. 
The assassin paid for success with his own life. 
As incidental costs, there must be taken Into ac­ 
count the lives of at least two Peruvian soldiers, in­ 
jury to uncounted numbers caught helplessly In the 
turmoil which attended the essasslnatioo and pre­ 
cipitation of a state of uncertainty throughout the 
nation. Citizens of the United States, a stronger 
and more orderly government, find It easy to ex­ 
amine objectively the folly of bloodshed in politics. 
They should not forget that the life of their own 
president was endangered only e short time ago; 
that the life of another politician was taken, and 
that but for the grace of the assassin's poor aim 
barbarism might have had its day here, too.

The rise of Ogden L. Mills aa a national figure has 
been oue ot the interesting apectaclea ot the last 
two years. Well known In private circles before his 
eitrauce into politics, he baa become In a compara­ 
nd 
tively short time the leading tigurt ot the Republi­ 
can party, excepting Herbert Hoover. 
It was tbe big voice and the calculating reason of 
former Secretary Mills, inheritor of Andrew Mellon'» 
toga, which made tbe best drama of an otherwise 
drab Republican convention. 
It was the same big 
voice and a flair for campaign oratory which made 
Mills the outstanding campaigner in the unsuccess­ 
ful Hoover campaign. 
There was no surprise in the frequency with which 
tbe name of this new giant ot tbe party's ranks was 
mentioned for a future nomination. He had won his 
spurs in one ot the hardest tests of politics—an un­ 
successful campaign. But even yet it is not known 
that he wili care to use them.

Within the last two weeks, former Secretary Miils 
has made himself conspicuous again, this time in a 
capacity of obvious importance. As an expert in tis- 
Ml affairs, as a leading Republican and as a man 
who knows the inside opt.ation of the federal treas­ 
ury, he has constituted himself the foremost oppon­ 
ent of Democratic monetary policy. It does not mat­ 
ter greatly that he is destined to be defeated.

Confidence Is Essential 
Somewhere between the opinion of the loo skepti­ 
cal Senator Reed, opposing inflation, and the too san­ 
guine Senator Thomas, enjoying the privilege of 
advocating It, is tbe sensible attitude. Fortunately. 
It Is close to what seems to be the general attitude 
of the mass of the people. 
None of the Americans who will be affected by 
Inflation—and that includes virtually all of them— 
honestly believes that there is any purpose behind 
the inflationary move, other than to stimulate busi- 
new by raising commodity prices in terms of the 
dollar. President Roosevelt has public confidence 
to this extent. 
There is doubt, however, as to (he power of gov­ 
ernment, no matter how strong it may be, to con­ 
trol Inflation once it has been started. 
There Is 
no denial of the probability (hat It will be exceed­ 
ingly difficult to stop. There is fear that good In­ 
tentions are not enough to keep it from taking a 
wild course. 
Existence of this fear points to an important in- 
conslsteocy in the attitude of the people, themselves. 
They arp insiating |hat infJiiUon must be controUedi 
tbat It Is nof worth rlsklkg unless It can be kepi 
under control. 
Yet, it fs from the people that the 
demand for Inflation past the point of safety is ex­ 
pected to come. It Is feared tbat the pressure they 
will exert on politicians will be so great that good 
intentions will go by the board and control of the 
situation will be lost. 
It would seem, therefore, that manipulation of 
monetary value, such as Is aulhorixe<l in the In­ 
flation legislation that will be enacted, depends for 
success on the Intelligence ot those whom it Is ex­ 
pected to help—and not on the detached Intelll 
gence of those who exercise their delegate<l power 
to make it available for use. 
In other words, until 
the people become Intelligent enough to make money 
their slave Instead of yielding to It as a master, 
there can be no safe Inflation. 
Has that time come lu 1933? Can there be safe 
inflation? Can people be helped without inviting 
trouble from their Insistent greed? That Is the real 
question on inflation. Its benefits are theoretically 
possible. The practical possibility depends on the 
amount of cooperation tbat will he forthcoming.

Highlights of Ohio History 
OLD INDIAN DAYS 
By J. H. Galb raith, 
Written For Th« Associated Prese. 
A mound on the west aide of the Scioto near Ck>- 
lumbus and a similar one on the east side still stand 
as monuments of a prehiatorlc civilization at Colum­ 
bus, whose characteristics are being studied, but «« 
know more definitely of the later Indian population 
on the site of Columbas before the white man came 
to th© Scioto valley. 
The Wyandots had an imimrtant town on the aite 
cf Ohio’s capital, located probably for the reason 
that the bottoms of the Scioto In what is now West 
Columbas afforded them tlelda in which their com 
could be grown with little labor. 
As early as 1780 a party of whltea from tha.Kana­ 
wha valley, who had been annoyed by forays of tke 
Ohio Indians upon their settlements, pursued a party 
of Wyandots to this viUafe and gave battle, defeat­ 
ing them and taking aoxne of the 'squaw’s back to 
Virginia as prisoners. The early settlers of Colum­ 
bus learned much at first hand, regarding the In­ 
dians who had lived there^ from two men—Robert 
and Jeremiah Armetrong, who as boys had been cap­ 
tured by Indians near their homes in Pennsylvania 
and taken there to live. They were later freed and 
returned to their homes, only to Join a party which 
^ttled at the aite of their former Indian home At 
Fnuikllnton.

means lack of food. One who 
has this disease is pale and 
his lips have lost their healthy col­ 
or.

In this test a drop of blood 
is obtained from a pin prick of the 
finger or lobe of the ear.

"hemoglobin," or coloring 
matter ot the blood, is determined 
by a special appliance. 
By means 
of a counting chamber and micro­ 
scope, tbe number of red Mood celM 
is estimated. 
In anemia, there la 
a marked decrease in the amount of 
hemoglobin and in the number of 
red blood cell». 
It Is now over 10 years alnce a 
novel cure for enemia was announc­ 
ed. 
At tbat time It was discover­ 
ed that a livw diet was of value 
te correcting 
anemic 
condittons. 
Whmi Brs| deeeribcd, the real val­ 


ue of thia new treatment wae not 
suspected. 
Since then, the giving of liver to 
patients suffering from pernicious 
anemia has been valuable far be­ 
yond the expectations of the discov­ 
erers of this treatment Liver In­ 
creases the 
hemoglobin and the 
number of the red blood cells. 
Now the Injection Method 
Since fresh liver was often diffi­ 
cult to obtain and many patients 
experienced diHiculty 
in eating 
large quantities of liver. It became 
necessary to find a better way to 
give it ^ Within a short time after 
the discovery of th© value of Mver 
in anemia a liver extract was devel­ 
oped. ThM was made in the form 
of a powder, which can be sprink­ 
led on the food. 
The value of the KVer treatment 
was further increaMd by the mak- 
ing of a solution of liver extrmct 
This is prepared to such a way that 
It can he injected Into the veins or 
muscles. 
Recent reports indicate 
that this method of treating anemia 
is more advaatageous and that the 
beneficial action occurs within a 
short period of Umew It Is reported 
that there It respqnse to the Injec- 
tlon within 14 hours.

than 10 days for tho body to show

There 1s no dependable evidence showing that bol 
diera find It harder to to hack to fighting after a 
truce, bot common sense says there must be reluct­ 
ance. Human beings tire of fighting quickly, eager 
aa they sometimes are to engage in it. 
Military truces, however, are not used for the pur­ 
pose of persuading the ranks that peace would be 
■tore desirable. 
They provide sn intermission la 
which authority may atrive for a compromise. 
In 
moat cases authority la egged an by certainty that 
Its continuance depends on-finding peace, 
These ara thoughts relative to the proposal of Nor 
man H. Davis, United States ambassador-at-large, for 
a tariff trues. It woud be a device to protect author­ 
ity against disturbance while possibilities of compro­ 
mise ware probed. 
In this cass, it also would be a 
suggestion to the rank and fits of a better order of 
things. 
, 
No one slightly acquainted with tho trend of 
thought in the years since tho close of tho World 
war doubts that it rsprssented an era of increasing 
nationalism. 
A great many pooplo who havo been 
observing events of tbs last ysar belisv# that a new 
era is now developing—sn ara of declining national­ 
ism. 
Trade barriers which have been thrown high 
will not be made any higher. They will remain fixed 
or they will be lowered for mutual advantage of 
those who live tm both sides of them. 
It seems eatlrely logical, even if ouch ae outlook 
Is not justified, to maintain a static condition of 
tariffs during tbs coming world economic conference. 
To do otherwise would be to deny the purpose of the 
conference, which Is to make it possible for the in­ 
ternational neighborhood to cooperate in an effort 
which will hasten its progress through a period of 
jealous nationalism that has choked international 
trade. 
The suggestion of Ambassador Davis cannot be 
criticised by even tho most arbitrary of tariff de 
slanders. 
The truce is sn Instrument of increasing 
usa in negotiation where there is mutual desire to

whose development has been 
forced by common necessity. When men ars tired of 
harming each other, he who suggeats a trues is as­ 
sured of a bearing.

There is distressingly tittle difference between Jun­ 
gle animals slashing st each other and political 
fanatics killing a man who has won the right to 
hold office. 
Assasinatlon of Luis M. Sanchex Cerro, president 
of Tern, is In an established tradition of South 
American politics. It requires a brave man or a very 
ambitious one to court the prominence which auto­ 
matically makes him, ss president of a Latin repub 
lie, a target for the bullets of the opposition. Many 
have fallen. Unfortunately, many have risen because 
they understood, themselves, the power of violence 
In poorly established governments. 
In South America, President Cerro’* death Is an 
accident of major significance. The late president 
was a key figure In the dispute between Peru and 
Colombia ovsr possession of the port of Leticia. Ills 
policy in the matter, which was characteristically 
that of a man whose life had been spent familiarly 
with gunpowder and bayonets, had been condemned 
by the United States and the League of Nations. It 
is obvious why more than one Peruvian believed 
that his assassination was the easiest solution of a 
national problem. The ballot was too tedious, too 
uncertain. 
The assassin paid for success with his own life. 
As Incidental costs, there must b« taken into ac­ 
count the lives of at least two Psruvlan soldiers, la- 
Jury to uncounted numbers caught helplessly In the 
turmoil which attended the assassination and prt- 
cipitation of a stat# of uncertainty throughout the 
nation. Citizens of the United States, a atronger 
and m ort orderly government, find It easy to e t 
amine objectively the folly of bloodshed in politic*. 
They should not forget that the life of their own 
president was endangered only e short time ago;

The rise of Ogden L. Mills aa a national figure has 
been oue of the intereating spectacles of the last 
two years. Well known in private circlet before bls 
eat ranee into politics, he has become in a compara­ 
tively ehort time the leading figure of tho Republi­ 
can party, excepting Herbert Hoover.

Confidence It Essential 
Somewhere between the opinion of the too skepti­ 
cal Senator Reed, opposing Inflation, and the too san­ 
guine Senator' Thomas, enjoying the privilege of 
advocating it, la the sensible attitude. Fortunately, 
It is close to what seems to be the general attitude 
of the mass of the people. 
None of the Americana who will be affected by 
Inflation—and that Includes virtually all of them— 
honestly believes that there is any purpose behind 
the inflationary move. other than to stim ulate bual- 
neaa by raising commodity price* in terms of the 
dollar. 
President Roosevelt has public confidence 
to this extent. 
There is doubt, however, ss to the power of gov­ 
ernment, no m atter how strong It may be, to con­ 
trol inflation once it bas been started. 
There is 
no denial of tile probability that it will be exceed 
Ingly difficult to stop. 
There Is fear that good in 
tendons ar* not enough to keep It from taking a 
wild course. 
Existence of this fear points to sn important in­ 
consistency in th* attitude of the people, themselves. 
They ar* insisting that inflation must be controlled; 
that It la not worth risk lat unless It can tm kept 
under control. 
Yet, It la from the people that the 
demand for inflation psst the point of safety is ex 
pected to come. It is feared that the pressure they 
will exert on politicians will be so great that good 
intentions will go by the board and control of the 
situation will be lost. 
It would seem, therefore, that manipulation of 
monetary value, such as is authorised in the In 
nation legislation that will be enacted, depends for 
success on the Intelligence of those whom it Is ex­ 
pected to help—and not on the detached intelll 
Hence of those who exercise their delegated power 
to make it available for use. 
In other words, until 
the people become Intelligent enough to make money 
their slav* inatead of yielding to it as a master, 
there can be no safe inflation. 
Has that time come In 1933? 
Can there be safe 
inflation? Can people Ira helped without inviting 
trouble from their Insistent greed? 
That is the real 
question on inflation. 
Its benefits are theoretically 
possible. 
The practical possibility depends on the 
amount of cooperation that will be forthcoming.

Highlights of Ohio History 
OLD IN D IA N DAYS 
By J. H. Galbraith, 
Written For Th# Associated Press. 
A mound on the west side of the Scioto near Co­ 
lumbus and a similar one on the east side still stand 
as monuments of a prehistoric civilization at Colum­ 
bus, whose characteristics are being studied, but vs 
know more definitely of the later Indian population 
on the aile of Columbus before th* white n a n came 
to the Scioto valley. 
The Wyandot* had an important town on the elte 
rf Ohio’s capital, located probably for the reason 
that the bottoms of the Scioto in what is now West 
Columbus afforded th e n fieMs hi which their cora 
could be grown with little labor. 
As early as 1780 a party of whites from the Kana­ 
wha valley, who had been annoyed by forays of th* 
Ohio Indians upon their settlements, pursued a party 
of Wyandots to this village and gave battle, defeat 
ing them and taking some of th* squaws back to 
Virginia as prisoners. 
The early settlers of Colum­ 
bus learned much at first hand, regarding the In­ 
dians who had lived there, from two men—Robert 
and Jeremiah Armstrong, who as boys had been cap­ 
tured by Indians near their homes in Pennsylvania 
and taken there to live. They were later freed and 
returned to their homes, only to join a party which 
settled at the atte of their former Indian home at 
Franklinton,

NEMIA is a Greek word which 
means lack of food. One who 
has this disease is pale and 
hia lips have lost their healthy col­ 
or. 
He complains of shortness of 
breath, swelling of the feet and of 
tiring Quickly. 
As a rule, he de 
sires no food and suffers from di­ 
gestive disturbances, such as nau­ 
sea, "biliousness,” 
digestion 
an i 
diarrhea. 
Contrary to the common belief, 
pallor 
does not 
always indicate 
real anemia. 
Many persons are 
pale yet their blood is normal. Oth­ 
ers 
become 
pale 
when fatigued 
But if a person has usually had a 
norm al healthy color and then de­ 
velops a persistent paleness, ane­ 
mia should be suspected. 
“Blood Count" Teat. 
The presence or absence of ane 
mis eau be deter mined by means of 
a simple teat called the "blood 
count." In this test a drop of blood 
Is obtained from a pin prick of the 
finger or lobe of the ear. 
The 
"hemoglobin,” or coloring 
m atter of the blood, is determined 
by a special appliance. 
By means 
of a counting chamber and micro­ 
scope. the number of red Wood cella 
la estimated. 
In anemia, there Is 
a marked decrease In the amount of 
hemoglobin aud in the number of 
red blood cell*. 
It la now over IO years since a 
novel cure for enemia was announc­ 
ed. 
At that tim* It was discover­ 
ed that a liver diet was of valua 
in correcting 
anemic 
conditions 
When first described, the real val­ 


ue of this new treatm ent was not 
suspected. 
Since then, the giving of liver to 
patients suffering from pernicious 
anemia has been valuable far be­ 
yond the expectation* of the discov 
erers of this treatm snt. Liver in 
creases the 
hemoglobin and the 
number of the red blood cells. 
Now th# Injection Method 
Since fresh liver was often cliff) 
cult to obtain and many patten is 
experienced difficulty 
in eating 
large quantities of liver, it became 
necessary to find a better way to 
give i t ^ Within a short time after 
the discovery of the value of liver 
in anemia a liver extract was devel­ 
oped. This was made in the form 
of a powder, which can be spring 
led on the food. 
The value of the MVer treatm ent 
wa* further Increased b f the mak 
ing of a solution of liver ex tract 
This is prepared in such a way that 
It can be Injected into the veins or 
muscles. 
Recent report* indicate 
that this method of treating salami* 
is more advantageous and that the 
beneficial action occurs within

his own father might care for his 
family. 
Through five long years of the 
conflict with England. John Jacob 
served In Washington’s army. He 
stood guard during the trying win­ 
ter of 17 7 7 at Valley Forge and be­ 
fore he was mustered out of the 
army lost his hearing. 
He married twice, Marie being 
the yonngest of bis 14 children. He 
was 82 years 
old when she was 
bom here, the fifth child of Storta’ 
second wife.
